patch, just as we have our indispensa- 
ble rows of potatoes. On the isthmus 
of Panama the cuts spiu past hills 
covered from base to sumuiii with th<- 
beautiful broad leaved plants, their 
great clusters of fruit hanging from 
the stems just under the leaves. The 
banana plant looks something like an 
immense calla lily. Its stem is made 
up of the bases of the leaves, so 
sheathed or folded around each other 
and hardened us to sustain the weight 
of. the mass of foliage above. 


It will in some localities attain a 


height of twenty feet. When two years 


I old it bears fruit and then dies, but a 


number of young shoots spring up 
from the Inise of the old stem, so that 
it continually renews itself, and the 
runner, who is usually an ludhm or 
negro, has no trouble except to keep 
the weeds and the old withered trunks 
cleared awny from the growing plant. 
Even the trunk is of use, for it con- 
tains a fiber almost as soft as silk, 
which can be woven into the most 
exquisite muslins. Indeed, some of the 
dainty India muslins are made of this 
very fiber.

Had roads stagnate business. They 


injure the social and educational lift* 
of the farm. They spoil the pleasure of 
people living in smaller towns \vho 
often wisU to ride into the country and 
visit their rural friends. And. further- 
more, bad roads are expensive. The 
cost of road transportation is today

just three times as great as it would be 
it' we had good roads all over the Unit- 
ed States. The average life of the farm 
horse is shortened several years by the 
bud roads; live stock in jf°ner:».! is less- 
ened in flesh and longevity by having 
to travel over iniry and rut covered 
roads. When the farmer of today drives 
his fattened hogs to market over a 
country road he expects them to lose a 
great many pounds of flesh in making 
the trip. If the roads were smooth and 
hardened by macadam the Joss would 
be curtailed and his net profit that 
much more. 


The average speed along a country 


road today is five to six miles an hour 
with a farm wagon. 
With a good 


team of horses it is possible to drive 
fifteen and even twenty miles an hour. 
There are communities in Illinois 
where the roads are so winding and 
cut up by ruts that a lightly loaded 
buggy drawn by two good farm horses 
cannot reacli over an eight mile gait. 


Hill climbing, as all horse owners 


know, is hard on the animal. It re- 
duces the Uesli very quickly. 
The 


roads of the country should be in such 
condition as to do away with all steep 
inclines. The life of the horse migjit 
be extended by several years and the 
cost of his feed would also be lessened 
in the improvement and alignment of 
these defects. 


The farmers of this country are los- 


ers by the bad road evil at least $100 
per capita per annum. By combining 
their losses and placing them at the 
disposal of expert road builders with- 
in ten years the roads would be in 
such a state of travel as to prevent tjie 
loss, every cent of it. This system of 
economies is beginning to dawn upon 
the fanners, and through the state leg- 
islatures laws are being enacted to 
remedy the country road system. 


Not only the fanners are taking an 


active interest in road improvement, 
but the wheelmen, automobilists and 
the men who make these vehicles. 
Jv'early every line of industry is affect- 
ed. 


The cost of hauling products from 


farm to town averages 25 cents per ton 
per mile, while the rate by rail is 7 
cents. Thus the hauling of a load of 
wheat from the farm to the station 
often costs the farmer more than ship- 
ping it to a distant market. Common 
road traffic rates are higher than in 
any other country. In Kelgimn a ton 
of farm products can be hauled a inilc 
for 
21) cents; 
England. 
14 cents; 


France, Germany and Italy, 11 cents; 
Switzerland, 10 cents. Our people who 
return from trips abroad are a unit in 
expressing their disgust witli road con- 
ditions in America. 


The cost of road building Is not s i 


enormous but that public highways 
can be constructed, and yet there arc 
counties In westcin states where not a 
stroke of labor has been performed 
upon a country highway for years. In 
New Jersey stone roads arc being built 
for $1,500 per mile. These roads are 
lifti-en feet wide and will last twenty 
or more years. Macadam roads eight 
feet wide can be built at a cost <>:' 
$1!,.~>00 per mile. Single track gravel 
roads can be built for $1.SO<> a mile. 
Telford roads, the best that can be 
constructed, cost .f'!,<HH) per mile. In 
Michigan recently farmers set to work 
and constructed plain dirt roads at a 
cost of $800 perjuile. But the dirt road 
even at a reduced original cost Is more 
expensive In the end. Washouts carry 
away the dirt, nits form with any con 
slderable amount of trnfllc. nnd slush 
pools are eomni'in along the rnadsldi . 
The most expensive ronds have been 
found to be the cheapest lu. tU« end.

most in the light for better highways, 
is doing an excellent work under the 
direction of AV. II. Moore and li. W. 
Kichardscn, the first men to secure the 
running of a "good roads train." A 
number of states have annual appro- 
priations, but a great deal of the pub- 
lic improVc-ment is done by farmer 
capitalists, who have long ago realized 
the economics of the good roads prob- 
lem. 


Highway commissions have lately 


been created in Michigan and North 
Carolina, while Massachusetts, Indi- 
ana, 
Minnesota. Pennsylvania, Tennes- 


see, Mississippi and Missouri have pro- 
vided for the issuance of bonds for 
road Improvement and bridge building 
along the country highways. In Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma and Minnesota road 
taxes have recently been made payable 
in cash, and the money is immediately, 
expended in road improvement. Wide 
tire laws have gone into effect in Con- 
necticut, Indiana. Minnesota, Califor- 
nia, Rhode Island and Pennsylvania. 
The states of Indiana and Pennsylva- 
nia have passed laws firing the weight 
of loads to be hauled over country 
roads so as to prevent their being cut 
into by excessively loaded wagons. 


Thus it is that the flght for n better 


system of country roads is being 
waged.

Judge W. A. Falconer of Fort Smith, 


Ark., has applied the principle of state 
aid in a new way, says the Good Roads 
Magazine. 
As state aid is not yet 


forthcoming in Arkansas, though it 
will soon be provided for. Judge Fal- 
coner put himself in the state's plaee 
and offered to donate £2,500 to that 
one of the four most important road* 
in the township which would raise the 
largest bonus to obtain it. 


One road raised ?^,350 in guaranteed 


cash subscriptions in addition to the 
engineering work and unlimited quan- 
tities of stone. 
To the road coming 


next in this friendly contest the judge 
offered a dollar for every dollar it 
would raise, provided it would raise as 
much as $2,000 by April 1. That road 
had on March S, in cash and in check.; 
payable A4>ril 1, $1,800 and expected 
to raise $70U or $800 more. 


Judge Falconer has done more than 


help Fort Smith to get good roads. He- 
has set nn example that may well be 
emulated throughout the nation. 


Favor Xutlonul Aid Plan. 


Iowa is rapidly coming to the front 


in the campaign of education and or- 
ganization i'or road improvement. At 
the Des Momes good roads convention 
resolutions were adopted favoring na- 
tional aid In co-operation with states, 
counties and municipalities in a gen- 
eral sehenffi for roud improvement. 
One of the arguments advanced in fa- 
vor of the national aid plan is that.it 
will tend to equalize the distribution 
of the funds appropriated by congress. 
It is poluted out that, while a large 
part of the revenues collected by the 
federal government comas directly or 
indirectly from the farming population, 
only a very small per cent of the ap- 
propriations is spent in the rural dis- 
tricts. The spending of national funds 
for building and improving highways 
would relieve this Injustice to some ex- 
tent and would tend to stimulate the 
farmers' interest In public affaire more 
than almost anything the government 
could do. 


Rural Delivery Notes 


The purpose of the rural free deliv- 


ery service is to give postal facilities 
to those who have none, to carry the 
malls dally to remote communities, the 
residents of which would have to trav- 
el from two to twelve miles daily to 
receive their letters and papers, in or- 
der to secure and maintain this servicd 
there is one condition absolutely es- 
Hential -the roads must be good. 


At Lafayette. Ind., all the mail box- 


es along Ihe rural carriers' routes are 
nf galvaiilx.ed Iron of uniform size and 
jialnted and are nailed on ]M»sts high 
c!K,ugh to bring them level with the 
postal wagon. 


The development of the rural free 


delivery service has been accompanied 
by the discontinuance of a great many 
small P0!Jt offices and star routes. Thin 
Is a snvliiff to the government that Is 
expecteit t." amnml to between Sf.i.(MK),- 
000 or $7,u<>0.oU) dur.Hj; the neit fiscal 
year.

"An ideal road is the sioi 


track botviieen Albany and Schoneeta- 
dy, N. Y. In constant use for nearly 
sixty years, with very little or no ex- 
pense for repairs, it so far shows very 
little wear. It Is probably the oldest 
and most successful road in this »>un- 
try and now looks as if it might !ast 
another century or two without m«!e- 
rial repair expense. 


"Near the city of Buffalo on upward 


of a mile of brick track road construct- 
ed adjacent to stone roads built by the 
state nearly four times the load can be 
hauled with the same team furce and 
with comparatively little damage to 
the contents of the load.-;, which are 
largely composed of market produce 
and fruit. 


."In .the brick track road Is found a 


means for obtaining all of the advan- 
tages of the old stono track road at an 
extremely low eoat. This advantage is 
made possible for nearly every part of 
this country on account of our abun- 
dant clays, which are found of suitable 
quality in nearly every section. 


"A strong feature in favor of the 


brick tnicU road is the plan of using 
our convicts and vagrants in making 
the brick nnd other materials nnd also 
in constructing the roads, by which 
means this country could in a few- 
years' time have the finest roads in the 
world at less cost than the burden and 
disadvantage which we are now endur- 
ing because of our present laekljf good 
roads. 


"If long term convicts are employed 


to make brick and othi<jt,road materials 
and short term convicts, are employed 
to make the roads, as is recommended 
by the United States office of public 
road inqulriec, the cost of constructing 
brick track ways for our country roads 
should not exceed $800 or $1,000 per 
mile and in many cases could be made 
to average less than $000 a mile, ex- 
clusive of any necessary grading and 
hauling of material. Furthermore, if 
well made they should last for many 
years. 


"In a recent article in the Review of 


Reviews the length of the highways of 
the United States, outside of incorpo- 
rated cities and villages, io estimated 
at 3,000,000 miles. At a cost of con- 
struction of, say, $800 i' mile brick 
track roads for the entire country 
would cost less than four times the 
$050,000.000 loss which it is estimated 
we are now sustaining each year on ac- 
count of onr bad roads. 


''In other words, we are now paying 


for the pleasure of using our present 
deplorable roads an annual mud tax 
which in less than four years would 
build the finest and best roads in the 
world throughout the entire country 
and which would effect a saving there- 
after over our present conditions of 
nearly $7 each year for every man, we- 
man and child in this country, to say 
nothing of the pleasure, the satisfac- 
tion nnd the moral binelits of driving 
over good, hard roads every day of the 
year Instead of through a series of 
mudholes or a cloud of dust. 


"The proper manner of constructing 


the brick track road will vary some- 
what in different localities, according 
to the soil and climatic conditions. 
Where the subsoil is naturally drained 
and frost does not usually penetrate 
deeply a base of two or three inches of 
concrete under the brick appears to be 
sufficient for ordinary roads. The bricks 
are set on this concrete base. 


"In localities where the soil is wet or 


of a clayey nature draintiles should be- 
placed lengthwise under each wheel 
track, with suitable outlets, and where 
the subsoil is very wet and the frost 
penetrates deeply stone or other ballast 
should be placed below the bricks, 
with the draintile beneath the stone 
ballast. 


"As nearly every form of road is se- 


riously damaged by the grinding action 
of the wagon wheels it is at tlrst diffi- 
cult to realize that this will not be the 
case with the brick track road, but 
when ue remember that the Hiirfnee of 
the brick track Is nearly as e\en and 
uniform a* the top of a steel rail and 
as It effectually obviates the Uiishlntf 
of hillside roads it Is difficult to con- 
ceive, how any appreciable wear can 
possibly take place e\en In years of 
ordinary use If properly constructed."

ROAD REPAIRING.

In n paper read recently before a 


farmers' institute Charles Williams of 
Oonncrs-yille. Ind.. yave the following: 
Intorestlnjr points on roud repLiring: 


"Now, some points on how to keep 


roads In ^ood condition and how to re- 
pair them. A road must have constant 
attention if It' is to be of any use or 
value. 


"Whenever a rut forms it should by 


repaired at once. The road should be 
graded in the spring and graveled in 
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the fall. The road will then be hard 
and smooth and the gravel will b> 
packed down, but not worn out. before 
bad \veathe? s.'ts in. It depends on 
what shape the crown of ihe road is in 
what the condition of the road w i l l be 
for travel I'irough the winter. If the 
crown is in good shape it will shed the 
water to the .side ditches, and if they 
lire in good shape the road will remain 
dry and solid. 


"Now, I will tell a few waj d to spoil 


a good road: 


"The surest way is to us? the road 


grader and pile, all the intid, sod and 
weeds from the sides and ditches into 
the center of tlie road. This makes the 
road soft and muddy, and It will be 
Impossible for the next coat of gravel 
to unite with the old roadbed. The re- 
sult is the road will be spongy. The 
best plan is lo sirupe It up int'> piles 
and haul it to same gully, of which all 
roads have a fc-w, and dump it there. 


"The royd grader Is a good road 


bulkier in the hands of a man that 
knows how to use It. but otherwise he 
will do a great deal of damage. 


"Another way to .spoil a road is to 


make the crown HO steep that all the 
travel will take the center. The result 
Is the road is worn out in the • •!•,(•!• 
and no use has been made of the re- 
mainder of the road. The center is cut 
up by riireo gulleys. which hold water 
and caii$i> the road to be soft and mud- j 
fly when it would otherwise be In good I 
shape."

In 1'rince Kdward county the 
enterprising people of Kanm illy and 
vicinity have built a good road accord- 
in if to modern ideas from Farmvillc 
out to old Ilainpden-Sidney college. At 
any lime you go there you can lind the 
farmers, with their four horse and si.\ 
horse teams carrying their tobacco and 
other products to this road. As soon a.s 
they strike this good roud they take 
out all but two horses and go merrily 
jogging on to town, sending the rest of 
the horses back to the plantation. 
There is an object lesson for you and 
one which illustrates the economy of 
good roads.
